Richmond Examiner Critioinea the 
Rebel Authorities and ia 
Rather Despondent. 
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The Richmond Examiner saye of its own 
government there has already been enough 
I of trifling and abase of the public mind by 
the suppression or reservation of focts on 
the part of the government. If the com- 
manding general coaid write a dozen lines 
firing the reealt of the fight at Gaines’ 
Hill, why each sncceeding day sad night 
have we not bed a bulletin *f equal length, 
simply stating results? It would have cost 
bat a trifle of time sad would have confer- 
red an incalculable profit on the whole 
i country in composing pabllc anxiety. If 
the first official display had not been fullv 
sustained by subsequent events, and if the 
public expectations are to be reduced, we 
believe that our people can bear the disap- 
pointment without waiting to hear the facts 
drop out through the slow and forced con- 
fessions of thoee in authority. 

If McClellan has effected s communica- 
tion with the river, why was not the fact 
boldly stated, instead of trilling with the 
public mind?

THE BATTLE OF TUESDAY Alt DESCRIBED MY 
THE RICHMOND EXAMINER— A TERRIBLE 
SLAUGHTER OF THE REBELS. 
iFrom the Richmond Examiner of Friday, July 
The battle of Tuesday was, perhaps, the 
fiercest and most sanguinary of the Beries 
of bloody conflict* that have signalized 
each of the last seven days. We have al- 
ready adverted to the part played in the 
action bv General Jackson and others, but, 
as yet. have made little mention of the 
operations upon the occasion of General 
Magruder and the troops under his com- 
mand. W e now propose to give such par- 
ticulars aa we have obtained on the field 
after the battle; 

Early on Tuesday morning the enemy,

front as he progressed. This method of ad 
vance was kept up throughout the morning, 
and until four o'clock p. without coming 
up wiih the enemy. But between four and 
five o’clock, our troops reached a large open 
field, a mile long and three quarters in 
width, on the farm of Dr. Carter. The ene- 
my were discovered strongly intrenched 
in a dense forest on the other side of this 
field. Their artillery, of about fifty pieces, 
could be plainly seen bristling on their 
freshly constructed earthworks. At. ten 
minutes before five o'clock, r. m., Gen. Ma- 
gruder ordered his men to charge across the 
hold and drive the enemy from their posi- 
tion. Gallantly they sprang to the en- 
counter, rushing into the field at a full run. 
Instantly from the line of the enemy’s 
breastworks a murderous storm of grape 
and cannister was hurled into their ranks, 
with the most terrible effect. 

Officers and men went down by hundreds; 
but yet, undaunted and unwavering, our 
line dashed on until two-thirds of the dis- 
tance across the field was accomplished. 
Here the carnage from the withering fire of 
the enemy’s artillery and musketry was 
dreadful. Our line wavered a moment and 
fell back to the cover of the woods. Twice 
again the effort to carry the position waB 
renewed, ^ further 

attempt injudicious, and the tight until ten 
o’clock was kept up by the artillery of both 
sides. To add to the horrors, if not the 
dangers, of the battle, the enemy’s gun- 
boats, from their position at Curl’s Neck, 
two and a half miles distant, poured on the 
field continued broadsides from their im- 
mense rifle guns. Though it is questiona- 
ble, as we have suggested, whether any se- 
rious loss web inflicted on us by the gun- 
boats, the horrors of the fight were aggra- 
vated by the monster shells, which tore 
shrieking through the forests and exploded 
with a concussion which seemed to shake 
the solid earth itself. The moral effect on 
the Yankees of these terror-inspiring al- 
lies must have been very great ; and in this, 
we believe, consisted their greatest damage 
to the army of the South. 

It must not be inferred from the above 
account that the slaughter was all upon our 
side. We have the best of reafonB to know 
Lhat the well directed fire of our oannon and 
musketry, both before and subsequent to our 
efforts to storm the enemy’s position, fell 
with fatal effect upon his heavily massed 
forces. 

At ten o’clock r. u., the last gun was fired 
front our side. Each side held the position 
occupied when the fight was begun, and dur- 
ing the remainder of the night each was 
busily engaged removing their wounded. 
The rumble of the enemy's ambulances 
and wagons, in rapid and hurried motion, 
did not cease even with the dawn. At ten 
o’clock Wednesday morning they were still 
busy, and discontinued their labors, not be- 
cause their wounded had been removed, but 
for fear of our advance. Our wounded 
were carried from the field directly to the 
farm houses in the neighborhood, whence, 
after their injuries had been examined and 
dressed, they were brought to this oity. 

During the morning the enemy evacuated 
his position and retreated, still bearing in 
a southeasterly direction, and apparently 
not attempting to lessen the distance be- 
tween him ana his gunboats. 

The battlefield, surveyed through tbe 
cold rain of Wednesday morning, present- 
ed a scene too shocking to be dwelt upon 
without anguish. Tbe woods and the field 
before mentioned were, on the western side, 
covered with our dead, in all the degrees of 
violent mutilation, while in the woods on 
the west of the field lay, in about equal 
numbers, the blue uniformed bodies of the 
enemy. Many of the latter were still alive, 
having been left by their friends in their 
indecent haste to escape from the rebels. 

Great numbers of horses were killed on 
both slden, and the sight of their disfigured 
carcasses and the stench proceeding from 
them added much to the loathsome horrors 
of the bloody field. The cornfields, but re- 
cently turned by the ploughshare, were fur- 
rowed and torn by the iron missiles. Thou- 
sands of roufid shot and unexploded shells 
lay upon the surface of the earth. Among 
the latter were many of the enormous shells 
thrown from the gunboats. They were 
eight inches in width by twenty-three in 
length. The ravages of these monsters were 
everywhere discernible through the forests. 
In someplaceslongavenues werecut through 
the tree tops, and hereand there great trees, 
three and four feet in thickness, were burst 
open and split to very shreds. In one re- 
markable respect this battle field differed in 
appearance from any of the preceding days. 
In the track of the enemy's flight there 
were no castaway blue great coats, no 
blankets, tents or clothing; no letters, and 
no wasted commissary stores. He had, 
evidently, before reaching this point,

The number of Federal prisoners who 
are confined in the tobacco warehouses is 
estimated at 4,600.

A grand final battle was expected up to 
Tuesday morning, but reporters were shut 
out from the lines, and nothing could be 
learned. 

The Petersburg Express; of Monday, says 
that from fifteen to twenty thousand rein- 
forcements had reached McClellan, and that 
the James river was almost bridged with 
transports. 

Foxtkbss Mon rob. July 1U. 

Ah erroneous opinion appears in some 
newspapers in regard to the flag of truce 
which went up the York river, on Sunday, 
and attempted to bring down some of our 
sick and wounded soldiers, who had been 
captured at Baltimore Store. No flag of 
truce was violated, as the rebels at first 
readily consented to their removal on pa- 
role. There was doubtless Borne misunder- 
standing, as the rebels yesterday sent a 
flag of truce to McClellan, informing him 
he could send for them any time. 

Heavy cannonading has been distinctly 
heard at this place all up the James river. 
Nothing definite Is known, as no boat caiae 
down the river to-day. 

Washikotox, July 11. 

It is evident communication has been 
kept open from W ashington to Richmond, 
by way of Leesburg, Middlebury, White 
Plains, Ac. 

The secessionists of Warrenton are glory- 
ing over tbe news of the battlee near Rich- 
mond, but acknowledge Lf McClellan gets 
reinforced enough to take Richmond, the 
war would be over. 

A scouting party which went from War- 
renton has been as far as the Rappahan- 
nock. 

Reports are current that our pickets have 
been driven in, but give no particulars. 

Washimotor, July 12.

Alclimond.and a military coun- 
cil was held, attended by all the Generals 
of high rank. It was at this council that 
plans were adopted for the transferor troops 
from Corinth to Richmond, and for Jack- 
eon s diversion towards Harper s Ferry. 
Immediately on Beauregard's return to 
Corinth his troops bepan to move towards 
Richmond, on the various lines of railroad, 
and by the time it beoame publicly knowu 
that Corinth was evacuated fifty thousand 
of his best troops had quietly reached Rich- 
mond. The rest of those who arrived con- 
tinued to come iu subsequently. The ad- 
mirably managed railroad system of the 
South enabled them to summon and bring 
to Richmond any particular corps of troops 
in a very short time; and some of the regi- 
ments now. at that city have not partici- 
pated in any of the engagemente of the fa- 
mous seven days, having arrived since our 
grand movement towards the James river 
commenced. 

I infer from what these officers say that 
it is the intention of General Lee to make 
a furious onset upon McClellan's army at 
Harrison’s Point, at a very early dav, In 
hopes of defeating it and driving the Union 
troops completely out of the peninsula. 
Hence the necessity of sending to Mc- 
Clellan, if the government iniend him to 
remain there, instant and strong re-en- 
forcements. 

In regard to the operations of the sum- 
mer campaign, these officers are of opinion 
that we will find it impracticable to do 
anything further until oooler weather; that 
during the heats of summer we cannot ope- 
rate even against Richmond. They are 
confident, too, that the results, so for, of the 
peninsula campaign, will lead to the im- 
mediate recognition of the Southern 
confederacy by England and France. 
In regard to movements on their 
part, they state that the result of affairs at 
Charleston and Richmond will so inspirit 
tbe Southern people that there will be no 
difficulty in having in the field by October 
armies amounting to 600, U00 troops, for 
whom, they say, there is abundance of the 
best kind of arms. The operations against 
Richmond have made known to them both 
its strong and weak points, and they will 
take care to take advantage of the former 
and to strengthen the latter. That city 
they regard ae impregnable. They consider 
the result of the peninsula campaign so far 
to have demonstrated positively that the 
South cannot be invaded successfully for 
any distance in the interior, owing to tho 
difficulties of keeping open communications 
and transporting supplies.
